|Borah Presents Dry Platte -Taatece Hope to 
Settle Disputes in Committee,’ but Some 
May Reach Floor. 


HOOVER HAS LEASED 
TELEPHONE WIRE TO HIS 
KANSAS CITY HEADQUARTERS

WASHINGTON, June 11. 
ERBERT HOOVER, Secre- 
tary of Commerce, has as- 
sumed active interest in 

his fight for the presidential 

nomination from the Republi- 
can national convention. 

He is in direct and constant 
touch with his forces through 
a leased telephone wire from 
his desk here to the Hoover 
Kansas City headquarters. 

The telephone wire to the 
Kansas City headquarters has 
seen hard service, and there has 
been no phase of the maneuver- 
ing of Hoover's forces of which 
he has not known. Secretary of 
the Interior Work, on the 
ground at Kansag City, has pos- 
sibly been~ his most frequent 
interrogator in the telephone 
conversations, but there have 
seen others. 


PENNSYLVANIA 
FOR HOOVER It 
GUOLIDGE 1S OUT 


Senator D. A. Reed An- 
nounces Keystone State’s 
Hope as Delegation 
Passes Through St. Louis 


The key figure of the national 
Republican convention, slight, 


gray-mustached Andrew W. Mcl- 
lon, Secretary of the Treasu.y, 
would make no statement today as 
he passed through the city on his 
way to Kansas City, but his close 
friend and ally, Senator David A. 
Reed of Pennsylvania, said: ‘‘Cool- 
idge if we can, and if not, then 
Hoover.” 

Senator Reed, generally regard- 
ed as the spokesman for the unin- 
structed Pennsylvania delegation of 
79, said that Republican delegates 
of his State would caucus at Kan- 
sas City tomorrow morning. Mean- 
while, he declared, every effort 
would be made to learn whether 
Mr. Coolidge was available as a 
candidate and would rescind his 
repeated ultimatum that he “does 
not choose to run.” 

“Pennsylvania is loyal to Cool- 
idge,” said Senator Reed as hse 
breakfasted with Mrs. Reed jn 
their compartment of the special 
train in which the delegation ar- 
rived. “We will support him to 
the utmost if he is a candidate. 
That is the feeling of the delega- 
tion. Mr. Mellon has gone on rec- 
ord to that effect. 


“The first thing to de done, I 
think, is to find out Mr. Coolidge’s 
position. I do not believe the Pres- 
ident will allow Republicans to re- 
main in doubt much longer as to 
whether he will or will not run. 

“If he is not a candidate, Penn- 
sylvania will doubtless turn ft 
Hoover. We uphold Coolidge pol- 
icies. There seems to be the feel- 
ing among us that if the Presi- 
dent is not available, then Mr. 
Hoover, one of his cabinet mem- 
bers, would perhaps be pest able 


to carry out administration poll- 


cies.”" 


Awaits Word From Coolidge. 
The power of Secretary Mellon, 
with 79 Pennsylvania ballots in his 


hand, becomes evident in the light 
of the Hoover claim of approxi- 
mately 600 delegates. Pennsyl- 
vania’s vote Hoover-ward, even 
without the inevitable trail of bal- 
lots it would draw from other 
states—among them New York— 
would clinch the nomination for 
the Secretary of Commerce, giving 
him a safe majority. 

But those 79 votes are not going 
to Hoover, Senator Reed made it 
plain, unless’ Mr. Coolidge specifi- 
cally eliminates himself. In re- 
sponse to a question, Senator Reed 
said: “Well, they might determine 
the possible candidacy of Coolidge 
by a test vote in the convention, 
and then again it might be deter- 
mined by a communication from 
the President himself. I am in- 
clined to think’ there will be a 
communication. No, I have no 
knowledge on the subject. Abso- 
lutely not.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 11.— 
The tentative draft of the Repub- 
lican party platform as embodying 
the administration's ideas on the 
questions of the day was complet- 
ed today by Senator Smoot of 
Utah, who is to be chairman of the 
Platform Committee, and those 
who have been collaborating with 
him. : 

This: draft will be presented to 
the committee after its formal ap- 
pointment tomorrow by the  con- 
vention at the Opening session. 
Along with it there will be offered 
many other separate planks for 
consideration. by the commiteee, 
including half a dozen drawn by 
Senator Borah of Idaho, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

While Borah may get the vote 
of his delegation for the presiden- 
cy, he said today his sole interest 
was in the platform: which the 
party is to adopt and that he 
wanted the issues clearly set forth, 
with strong pronouncements on 
prohibition and corruption in Gov- 
ernment and politics. 

Borah’s corruption plank carries 
no names, but it is understood that 
the question of naming some of 
those who have figured in Govern- 
ment and _ political turmoils in re- 


cent years would be proposed to. 


the Resolutions Committee. 
Borah Offers Dry Plank. 

The prohibition plank drafted by 
Borah, which specifically calls for 
rigid enforcement of the eigh- 
teenth amendment, was submitted 
to Smoot several days ago and the 
understanding is that it was satis- 
factory to the resolution committee 
chairman. This plank has been 
approved by four of the candidates 
for the presidential nomination and 
Borah expects its approval by the 
committee, His other planks deal 
with the outlawry of war and for- 
eign affairs generally, with dis- 
closures in the Federal Trade Com- 
mission investigation of the utili- 
ties industry and the equalization 
of the tariff as between agricul- 
ture ‘and industry. 

Farm Relief Still Disputed. 

While party leaders are hopeful 
of settling all controversies over 
the platform in the committee, it 
was conceded today that there was 
a possibility of several of the ques- 
tions coming before the convention 
through the vehicles of minority 
reports. 

Eforts to compose differences in 
the views of the farm leaders on 
the agricultural plank still 
forward today, but with no imme- 
diate prospect of success, The 
more radical of the leaders stil] 
insist that the qualization fee be 
referred to specifically:in the plat- 
form. This is strongly opposed by 
other farm groups as well as by 
the administration forces. 


Text of Prohibition Plank to Be 
Offered by Borah. 
Special to the Post-Dispat¢h. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 11.— 
Senator Borah has reached the city 
with a collection of planks that he 
will seek to have incorporated in 
the national platform. 

His prohibition plank is sup- 
posed to have met the approval of 
Senator Smoot, who is to be chair- 
man of the Resolutions Committee. 
Borah declined today to give out 
the text of the plank prior to its 
presentation to the committee. 
This, however, as the correspond- 
ent learned, was what it says: 

“We reaffirm the constitutional 
doctrine as announced by George 
Washington in his farewell ad- 
dress, when he said, “The Consti- 
tution which at any time exists, 
until changed by an authentic and 
explicit act of the whole people, is 
sacredly obligatory upon all.” 

“The people, through the meth- 
od provided by the Constitution, 
have written the eighteenth 
amendment into the Constitution. 
The Republican party pledges itself 
and its nominees for President to 
the observance of vigorous en- 
forcement of this provision of the 
Constitution.” 

His farm plank, as outlined by 
him, proposes that the tariff bene- 
fits enjoyed by the manufacturer 
be extended to the farmer. 

“yt is a fact not. generally 
known,” said Borah, “that we im- 
ported last year $2,500,000,000 
worth of farm products, 80 per cent 
of which could have been grown 
in this country.” 

Borah said that he dia not call 
the “power trust” by name, but 
that his reference to it was unmis- 


‘takable. 


Borah will be able to make his 
fight within the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, of which he will be the 
member from Idaho. He may car- 
ry some of his demands to the con- 
vention fieor:

SIGHT-SEEING TOURS OF 
ST, LOUIS, TWICE DAILY 


Peoples Motorbus Co. to Operate 
Parlor Coaches on Various 
Routes. 

Sight-seeing tours of St. Louis, 
with two busses operating over 
four routes of 20 to 80 miles at 
$1.50 to $2.80 a passenger, depart- 
ing from Hotel Statler at 10 a. m. 
and 3 p. m. daily, will be inaugur- 
ated by the Peoples Motorbus Co. 
Thursday. 

A representative of the company 
emphatically denies that these will 
be “rubberneck’”’ busses. They 
will, he explained, be single deck 
parlor coaches as fine as any seen 
in St. Louis, Each will have a 
“lecturer” to explain historical or 
other interest of the various sights. 

This will be the St. Louis Gray 
Line, allied with the Gray Line 
sight-seeing tours in New York, 
London, Paris, Havana, Honolulu 
and so on. The “grand tour of St. 
Louis’” will take in most of the 
city over a 40-mile route; a “Lind- 
bergh special” will stop at Jeffer- 
son Memorial for a look at the 
trophies and go on to Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, where passengers may 
take an airplane ride; a 20-mile 
“uptown and new St. Louis” route 
will cover the West End, Shaw’s 
Garden, the Zoo and Art Museum, 
and the “downtown and historical” 
St. Louis route will include the 
levee, the New Cathedral and old 
home of famous men. Special 
tours may be arranged at any hour. 


STEWART DENIED DIRECTED 
VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY 


Justice Siddons Overrules Motion 
of Counsel for Standard Oil 
Chairman.

WASHINGTON, June i1.—The 
motion of defense attorneys for

SHIPS, PLANES AND 
DOGS TO SEEK ITALIA 


Icebreaker to Be Sent to 
Rescue Explorers, Drift- 
ing in Arctic Sea Near 
‘Northeast Land.

KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, June 
11.—Gen. Umberto Nobile, with a 
party of six men, two of whom are 
injured, was reported by the Citta 


di Milano to be making his way 
today toward land from the pack 
ice off Northeast Land. 

The advices indicated that-ene of 
the men originally with the party 
when it was strander when the 
gondola of the dirigible broke free 
from the airship’s beam, was lost. 
By the Associated Press, 

ROME, June 11.—Two of the 
crew of the dirigible Italia were in- 
jured' slightly when the _ dirigible 
landed on the ice off Northeast 
Land after a gondola had snapped 
from its beam. 

Gen. Umberto Nobile himself, 
with eight companions, was in the 
gondola when it broke away, leav- 
ing the other men of the crew still! 
in the engine cabins or within the 
bag itself as it came to earth al- 
most 20 miles away. 

Reporting by wireless to the 
Italian Government, Gen. Nobile 
said that both groups were in sight 
of land and that the ice on which 
they were stranded now was drift- 
ing in a direction which would car- 
ry the ship near: Foyne Island, 
north of Cape Leigh Smith. 

The group remaining with the 
bag, Gen. Nobile’s report said, was 
made up of the two meteorolozists, 
Dr. Finn Malmgren and Prof. F. 
Dehounek; three motor men, the 
carpenter and the newspaper man, 
Dr. Ugo Lago. 

Gen. Nobile thought part of the 
food supplies and extra clothing

The doctor attached to the base 
ship, Citta di Milano, has sent wire- 
less instructions to Gen. Nobile, 
telling him how to dress the in- 
juries of the two injured men in 
his party. The men were injured 
on the legs when the gondola came 
to earth. 


Relief Parties Hasten to Save 18 
Men on Ice Floes.

KINGS BAY, SPITZBERGEN, 
June 11.—Safe after a _ perilous 
landing on the Arctic Sea in the 
partly wrecked dirigible Italia, the 
crew of the Nobile North Pole air- 
ship still was in gravest danger to- 
day as expeditions by land, air and 
sea got under way to bring the men 
out of the frozen wastes north of 
Spitzbergen as speedily as possible. 

Speed was the watchword of the 
rescuers, for every moment lost 
meant an increase in the danger 
that the 18 men of the dirigible, 
adrift on breaking ice floes, might 
be carried into more inaccessible 
regions or into the open sea. 

Divided into two parties and 
carrying two of their number who 
were injured when the airship 
came down on:the ice after the 
gondola had snapped off, the men 
of the Italia today were slowly 
seeking to reach Northeast Land, 
the body. of land nearest the point 
where the dirigible came down 
after its brilliant voyage to the 
North Pole more than two weeks 
ago. 

Fears for Crew’s Safety. 

While the crew of the base ship 
Citta di Milano was greatly relieved 
last week when radio contact with 
the long missing Italia was: estab- 
lished, there were fears today for 
the safety of the men cut off from 
land by the open water leads and 
ice floes along Northeast Land. 

Day and night the 
Milano hag been making every ef- 
fort to get the Italia’s signals. The 
Italia’s radio. station has. been 
growing weaker and is sending only 
short reports. It is thought that 
is not an indication that its radio 
apparatus is failing, but that the 
Italia’s operator is saving the en- 
ergy in the, accumulator, which 
probably will be sufficient only 
for a few days more. 

Inasmuch as the Italia carried 
provisions for at least six weeks, 
the .base crew has no fears for the 
present regarding the food ques- 
tion, but definitely fears that the 
drifting ice floes on which the men 
are stranded will drift into the 
open sea. The point at which the 
Italia came down is off Cape Leigh

street holdup, two men were iden- 


tified as the pair who hurled a 
stench bomb into the doorway of 
the Coronado Hotel at 3:30 o’clock 
this morning and five minutes later 
in‘aded the Hotel Chase garage 
where seven bombs were hurled 
and two shots were fired. 

The men said they were Leo 
Brothers, a chauffeur of 3001 Olive 
street, and Henneth Hallock, a 
carpenter, of 2512 North Prairie 
avenue. Brothers has’ been ar- 
rested more than 69 times for in- 
vestigation and recently was dis- 
charged in Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection after having been :dentified 
as a holdup man, 

Drove Away in Stolen Auto, 

The car in which Brothers and 
Hallock were riding was taken 
from James S. McDaniel of 5561 
Delmar boulevard when he parked 
it at Grand boulevard and Bell 
avenue at 12:40 a. m. Two men 
held him up and after taking $20 
from him drove away in the car. 

After looking at Hallock and 
Brothers, McDaniel identified them 
as the men who held him up and 
took his automobile. 

At 3:30. o’clock the gray sport 
model automobile stolen from Mc- 
Daniel was driven into the Coro- 
nado Hotel driveway and John 
Conners, Negro bell boy, went out 
to answer the repeated  bDbilasts 
from the horn. As he got along- 
side the car one of the two men 
in it grabbed him, saying “Don't 
holler.” 

Conners broke away and ran for 
the door. One of the men hurled 
a stench bomb, made of a half- 
pint whisky flask wrapped in 
newspapers. It broke in front of 
‘the doorway and the men drove 
away. 

Five minutes later the same gray 
automobile was backed into the 
Hotel Chase garage in rear of the 
hotel. Seven stench bombs were 
thrown. Four of them smashed on 
the floor. The invaders fired two 
shots in the air and drove out, 

Found on Descri 

A description of the automobile, 
which was trimmed with nickela 1 
equipped with two large spotlights, 
was broadcast to the police. it 
5:30 o’clock Patrolman Adolph Ed- 
inger saw the car driven into a ga- 
rage at Hodiamont and Theodosia 
avenues and he arrested the occu- 
pants. 

Both Brothers and Hallock had 
been drinking, but Edinger report- 
ed that he 4id not think they were 
intoxicated. 

The managements of the two nvu- 
tels said they could assign no rea- 
son for the stench bomb attacks. 
Brothers and Hallock made no 
statements to the police. 

They were identified, .oweve., 
both by Conners, the bellboy, and 
Jesse H. Atchinson, night man- 
ager of the garage, as the men in 
the car when the stench bombs 
were hurled. . 

Brothers was identified last Jan- 
uary by three employes of the Arco 
Cafeteria at 409 North Broadway 
as one of two men who robbed the 
place of $475 in a holdup. He was 
arrested the day after the holdup 


as he entered the Franklin avenue / 


home of a woman friend. Money, 
totaling several hundred dollars, 
was found in every pocket of His 
suit, the police reported. In a pre- 
liminary hearing, however, Broth- 
ers was discharged.

FLYING TO WASHINGTON

The ‘airline distance between 
Mexico City and Washington is 
2031 miles. Carranza carries 326 
gallons of gasoline, enough for a 
30-hour flight.

It 
was suggested that the two Dako- 
tas, Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas- 
Missouri and Illinois, presented 
the most fruitful field, although 
others contended that the area 
could be widened to include the 
stretch between the Alleghenies 
and the Rockies. 

Ameng Those Mentioned. 

Of the upwards of a score of 
names brought forward for’ the 
post, however, that of Senator 
Charles Curtis of Kansas has stood 
out eprominently because of his 
geographical location in the vir- 
tual heart of the farm belf, but 
some friction has developed  be- 
tween the Hoover and Curtis man- 
agers which may throw a different 
light upon the situation. Despite 
his assertions that he is a candl- 
date only for the presidency, some 
of the Senators friends insist that 
he will take the second — if 
offered. 

Another name oecupying a con- 
spicuous position is that of Sena- 
tor Charles Deneen of Illinois, a 
delegate-at-large to the conven- 
tion and the man who Only a few 
months ago administered a drub- 
bing to the Thompson-Crowe- 
Smah organization in [filinois. 

Two others—Henry J. Allen, 
former Governor of Kansas, and 
Sam McKelvie, former Governor 
of Nebraska—also have been dis- 
cussed. Like Curtis, their geo- 
graphical location fits into the sit- 
uation, but unlike the Kansas 
Senator, both have” been Identified 
with the Hoover forces in pre- 
convention battles. 

In addition, the names of Sen- 
ators Capper of Kansas, Watson 
of Indiana, Vice President Dawes, 
Arthur M. Hyde, former Governor 
of Missouri, Gov. Sam Baker of 
Missouri, and Gov.

Eastern Candidates. 

Candidates from other parts of 
the country, however, particularly 
those from the Atlantic seaboard, 
are hopeful of favorably consid- 
eration, inasmuch ag the Com- 
merce Secretary hails from Cali- 
fornia.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 11.— 
Gov. Baker arrived in Kansas City 
last night for the Republican con- 
vention, nursing his vice-presiden- 
tial ambition, and Mwith the state 
administration is participating in 
national party affairs so tangled in 
the effort to be on all sides of all 
questions that delegates with ad- 
ministration alliances are having 
difficulty in determining just 
where they should stand. 

The conflicting campaigns of the 
Governor and ex-Governor Hyde 
for. the vice presidency have the 
delegates guessing. The whole thing 
in all probability is much in doubt 
whether either of the Missourians 
has a chance for the nomination, 
but their adherents are trying to 
line up strength in the delegation 
for both Hoover and Lowden as the 
two leading candidates and thus be 
in a position of having given sup- 
port to the nominee. 


Gov. Baker at various times has 
supported about all the candidates 
under consideration, except Hoov- 
er and today his chief Heutenant, 
former Supreme Judge Robert Otto 
became active in attempting to 
wean delegates away from Lowden 
and to take them into the Hoover 
camp. 

Still for Lowden. 

The Governor, it will be recalled, 
started out early in the campaign 
for Speaker Longworth for the 
presidential nomination. When it 
appeared that Longworth was not 
getting anywhere, the Governor 
quite easily switched to Former 
Secretary Hughes. Nothing in the 
way of an active Hughes’ organ- 
ization having developed Baker an- 
nounced Lowden was acceptable to 
him. So far as known the Gover- 
nor ts still a Lowden supporter. 

In fact it has been announced 
that Baker would deliver one of the 
two Lowden seconding speeches. 
But now there seems to be some 
question about that. After the 
Governor’s arrival here it became 
known that his acceptance of the 
Lowden invitation was conditional 
upon it being the desire of the Mis- 
sour! delegation that he should de- 
liver the speech. 


So although personally he is 
willing to speak for Lowden he 
will not do so, unless it is agree- 
able to the Missouri delegates, and 
pending the decision the Governor’s 
semi-official representative is busy

gates from Lowden to Hoover. 
Five Won for Hoover. 

Otto last night reported he was 
making headway and offered the 
prediction that at least five addi- 
tions had been made to the Hoover 
list. Some of these he named, 
however, have been counted’ as 
Hoover supporters from the time 
they were selected, and at least 
one delegate Otto is counting upon 
said he would not vote for Hoover 
on anv ballot. 

Bert G. Voorhees of St. Joseph, 
a fourth district delegate, is for 
almost anybody except Hoover, but 
is being counted by the Hoover 
forces as one of them. Voorhees 
said he intended to vote for 
Hughes, and as a second choice he 
favored Senatof Curtis of Kansas. 

Otto succeeded in influencing Ben 
Harrison of Springfield to go to 
Hoover, and is counting on Har- 
rison’s associate, John H. Bothwell 
of Sedalia. Harrison lines up with 
the Baker administration and -his 
support of Hoover lends color to 
the report that the state house 
crowd is nlaying both ends of the 
game. 

Committee Members Re-elected. 

Dr. E. B. Clements of Macon, 
Republican National Committee- 
man, and Mrs. Grace Semple Bur- 
lingham of St. Louis, National 
Committeewoman, were re-elected 
this morning by the Missouri dele- 
gation to the Republican National 
Convention, as had been expected. 

The delegation carried out the 
slated program and nothing arose 
in the meeting even to threaten the 
harmony of the proceedings. in 
advance of the meeting there was 
some talk of opposition to Mrs. 
Burlingham from the Lowden or- 
ganization because of her activity 
in attempting to line up delegates 
for Secretary Hoover, but the op- 
position did not develop. 

Gov. Baker was chosen chairman 
of the delegation and Mrs. BE.

Kent and Will Rogers

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 11.— 
“1 have seen some dismal conven- 
tions in my time,” 
clared William Allen White last 
night,.-“but I pronounce this the 
worst. It is the dreariest public 
occasion since the burial of Wil- 
liam McKinley.” 


The famous Kansas editor was: 


voicing a general sentiment. Things 
were dull. Beribboned delegates 
moped about, wondered vaguely 
who the nominee would be and 
when they would get the word 
from above to vote for him. News- 
paper correspondents futilely in- 
terviewed each other, and specu- 
lated interminably on ‘whether 
Coolidge was really out of it. 

In an improvised canteen on an 
upper floor, however, a dozen men 
were listening convivially to some 
of the foremost wits of the country. 
and finding the evening ful! of 
amusement. Henry L. Mencken, 
his ruddy face glowing, was de- 
nouncing Will Rogers to his face 
as “the most influential editorial 
writer in America.” 


Mencken Guys Rogers. 


“Look at the man,” he shouted, 
pointing to the grinning Rogers. 
“He alters foreign policies. He 
makes and unmakes candidates. He 
destroys great public figures. By 
deriding Congress and undermin- 
ing its prestige, he has virtually re- 
duced us to a monarchy. Millions 
of American free men read -his 
words daily, and those who are 
unable to read listen tod him over 
the radio. Not even Dr. Frank 
Crane has so profoundly influenced 
the political thought of the nation. 
I consider him the most dangerous 
writer alive today.” 

“Come on, now, Henry, you know 
that nobody with any sense ever 
took any of my gags seriously,” re- 
monstrated Rogers. 

“Certainly not,’”’ was the retort. 
“They are takén seriously by no- 
body except half-wits, in other 
words by approximately 8&5 per 
cent of voting population.” 

Just then Frank Kent, noted 
political writer, entered the room. 
For more than a year Kent and 
Rogers have engaged in an acri- 
monious feud through the news- 
papers and over the radio. Kent, 
who wields a savage pen, had once 
described Rogers as “a mercenary 
clown.” On another occasion he 
had denounced him for bad taste 
in mimicking President - Coolidge 
over the radio, after being a guest 
at the White House. To that Will 
had sarcastically: replied that it 
was fortunate that the President 
had a keener sense of humor than 
some of his critics. 


Face to Face With Kent. 


This was the first personal meet- 
ing of the two. « Mencken pinioned 
Rogers’ arms, bellowing that he 
would not se murder done before 
his very eyes. Fiorello La Guardia, 
plump and swarthy little Congress- 
man from New York City, seized 
a towel and fanned Kent indus- 
triously. Neither of the feudists 
showed the slightest embarrass- 
ment. 

“Why, you durned little old 
shrimp,” said Rogers to Kent, “if 
I had knowed you was no bigger 
than that I would have called you 
out long ago.” 

“That . possibility never worried 
me,” retorted Kent. “But I did 
Suspect that you might sue. Your 
mercenary nature is well known, 
and I am told that you are today 
the largest landowner in California.

“It’s all a, blamed. lie,” said 
Rogers.

“No sir.” replied Rogers, “The 
movie people had me impeached 
because they found out I was op- 
posed to polygamy.

Says Leaders Lack Color. 

The reason for this political 
atrophy lies in the lack of powerful 
and interesting leaders. Not only. 
are the presidential candidates col- 
orless men, but the convention is 
without striking leadership. There 


these leaders and, curiously, no 
public questions are discussed ‘ex- 
cepting the McNary-Haugen Dill, 
and that in a desultory way. There 
is more interest in the McNary- 
Haugen bill here than there ig on 
the farms in the Missouri Valley. 

Recently the Emporia Gazette 
took a poll of the rural routes 
around Emporia, sending out post- 
cards to the farmers, asking them 
to vote for or against the McNary. 
Haugen bill. The surprising thing 
was that the response was less 
than 650 per cent, almost 40 per 
cent, which indicated a lack of in- 
terest in the whole. question, and 
when the votes came in they were 
2 to 1 against the McNary-Haugen 
bill. 

This same weariness of the flesh 
is manifest in the delegates. No 
one is talking prohibition. The 
New. York delegates have made no 
impression. No one is voicing ofdén- 
ions on the World Court, Nicara- 
gua, or anything pertaining’ to 
foreign relations. After 10 o’chlock 
one can tread alone in solitary 
magnificence, the corridors of the 
two political hotels, meeting only 
a few stragglers. Rumors are not 
rife. No one is excited. Hoover 
will control the Committee on Cre- 
dentials, but no one cares. At Chi. 
cago in 1912 the control of the 
Committee on Credentials was vital 
as the capture of Verdun. 

Can’t Remember Keynote Speech. 

I talked to a man who had read 
the keynote speech. He could not 
"remember a syllable of it. 

The convention will meet because 
it is probably easier to meet than 
wrangle ina hotel. It will name a 
candidate because of the pressure 
of the order of business. But it is 
without spontaneity, without gin- 
ger, stale, flat and unprofitable. 
When a great party like the Re- 
publican party resolves to keep 
business out of politics and politics 
out of business, when it abandons 
the policies of its founders to make 
government an agency of human 
welfare, the best minds of the 
country go into business and par- 
ty conventions are conducted by a 
lot of animated rubber ‘stamps de- 
bating solemnly whether to bow 
down in worship to an adding ma- 
chine like Hoover, or a cream 
separator like Lowden, or a back- 
firing tractor like Dawes.

WOMEN URGE PLANKS 


Drys Want Enforcement Dec- 
laration, Wets Oppose Any 
Mention of Subject.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 11. 
—Fostering plans Already worked 
out*by a committee of representa- 
tives of the various dry organiza- 
tions, the Women’s National Com- 
mittee for Law Enforcement yes- 
terday opened a convention. Al- 
most their first action was the ap- 
proval of a resolution asking the 
party conventions to put enforce- 
ment in the hands of friends of 
the law and to enact additional 
laws to assure a drinkless land. 

A smaller group of wets was 
proceeding ~— slowly. Miss: Louise 
Gross, chairman of the Women's 
Committee or Repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, arrived 
with the announcement that she 
would oppose any dry or enforce- 
ment planks. She declared such 
problems should be settled by the 
people at the polls and for that 
reason no effort would be made to 
obtain a wet plank in the party 
platforms. 

Her position was. bolstered by 
Pr. Nicholas Murray Butler, a 
New York delegate, who character- 
ized an enforcement plank as “the 
bunk.” He said he expected to 
find the Borah dry plank “a bunch 
of platitudes that don’t mean any- 
thing.”’ 

The women’s dry meeting opened 
with a declaration by Mrs. Henry 
W. Peabody of Beverly, Mass., na- 
tional chairman of the committee, 
that “the women of the country 
want one issue above all others-- 
the dry issue—settied satisfactorily 
in the party platforms.” 

She said the committee would 
hold a similar meeting in Houston 
during the Democratic convention. 

Mrs. John D. Sherman, a past 
president of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, one of the 
women’s organizations affiliated 
with the committee, declared that 
“we have a right to demand that 


a straight statement of their views 
and intentions.” 

Similar expressions came from 
representatives of affillated organi- 
zations, including the Salvation 
Army, the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, the Council] of 
Women for Home Missions, the 
Federation of Women’s Foreign 
Mission Boards and the Congress of 
Parents and Teachers.

"TBRAGEY ALMOST | 
SURE OF PLACE 


ON OLYMPIC TEAM % 


CHICAGO, June 11.—The sev- 
enth annual national collegiate 
meet has inereased the hopes of 
university and college athletes of 
winning a large share of berths on 
America’s Olympic track and field 
team when the final trials .are 


held at Harvard July 6 and 7. 
The meet, which attracted $33 
of the nation’s best collegiate tal- 
ent, saw the equalling of the 
world’s record in the 100 yard 
dash, establishment of a new 
American college record in the 
javelin and seven new records for 
the meet itself. Stanford, with 
four firsts in the field events 
alone, won the meet, scoring 72 
points. Illinois, Big Ten outdoor 


champion, was second with 30% 
points and Ohio State third with 
39. 

There were many brilliant per- 
formers, but top honors fell to 
Aubrey Bracey of Rice Institute, 
who established himself as an al- 
most certain Olympic team mem- 
ber by winning the 100 yard dash 
in :093-5 seconds, which tied 
the world’s record. He won the 
220 yard dash in :209-10, which 
tied the meet record established by 
Roland Locke of Nebraska in 1926. 
Bracey was the only entry to win 
two firsts. 

Another excellent showing was 
made by I. Bartleft of Albion Col- 
lege, Michigan, who tossed the 
javelin 216 feet 7 inches. This not 
only shattered the meet record of 
202 feet 3 inches, established by 
Hoffman of Michigan several years 
ago, but it also bettered the Amer- 
ican college record of 212 feet 5 
inches, made by Johnhy Myra in 
Los Angeles in 1925. The world’s 
record, made by G. Lindstrom of 
Sweden in 1924, is 218 feet 6% 
inches. 

Other meet records were broken 
by Spencer, Stanford, who ran the 
440 in :47.7; 
Stanford who pole vaulted 13 feet 
6% inches; 
nois, who ran the two miles in 
9:28 8-10; Frank Cuhel of Iowa, 
who stepped the 220 yard low 
hurdles in :23 2-10; E. C. Krenz 
of Stanford who won the discus 
throw with a heave of 149 feet 2 
inches.

Judge Hamilton’s instructions 
to the Motlow jury covered pos- 
sible verdicts of murder in the 
first degree, murder in the sec- 
ond degree, manslaughter and self- 
defense, the last of which meant 
acquittal, | 

Circuit Attorney Sidener asked 
for a conviction for first-degree 
murder with “the extreme penal- 
ty,” but did not use the word 
“hanging” or “death penalty.” As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Rowland 
Johnston, who also adressed the 
jury, asked that Motlow be “placed 
béhind prison bars.” 


One of Motlow’s lawyers, Col. 
Frank P. Bond of Nashville,. who 
was 73 years old, used oratory of 
the traditional:Southern courtroom 
type in his eulogy of Motlow ani 
his condemnation of the Negro 
porter, Ed Wallis. From a rather 
indefinite statement made in the 
testimony, Col. Bond drew the as- 
sertion that Wallis was an “uplift- 
er” of his race, and was seeking 
social equality with the white race. 
He pictured what would happen if 
Wallis should win a civil suit 
which he had filed against Motlow, 
and should take Motlow’s ancestral 
home away from him. He told how 
Motlow’s friends in the Merchants’ 
Exchange had come to his help, 
and dwelt on the testimony given 
by the Governor of Tennessee, 
Austin Peay, and others, to Mot- 
low’s chafacter. 

Patrick H. Cullen of St. Louis 
developed further the appeal to 
race prejudice. We pictured the 
porter, “all swelled up” with the 
$50,000 damage money he sought, 
and represented other witnesses 
for the State as going to him and 
begging a share of the money, only 
to be turned away with scorn, be- 
cause their testimony had con- 
flicted with that of Wallis. An- 
other defense lawyer declared that 
the porteg and not Motlow, should 
be tried for the murder and still 
another called the porter “a hu- 
man orang-outang.” 


Sidener’s Plea in Case. 


Circuit Attorney Sidener said in 
his plea to the jury that Motlow 
was “angry and drunk” at the time 
of the shooting, and that cold blood 
and malice aforethought had been 
shown in sufficient degree to con- 
stitute first-degree murder. 

“This is not a case of North and 
South, or of white and black,” 
Sidener said. “It is a case of mur- 
der, and must be tried on its mer- 
its. This man was not content to 
shoot one man,’ but tried to ‘shoot 
another, and this «ame near being 
a double tragedy.” 

Of Pullis, the slain Pullman con- 
ductor, Sidener said: “He was a 
poor man, not a member of the 
Merchants’ Exchange.” The de- 
fense objected to this statement, 
but Sidener said it was in evidence 
that Motlow inherited a distillery, 
and was a member of the Ex- 
change. He said no more about 
Pullis’ poverty, but continued to 
refer to Motlow as a rich man. 

Members of the jury which ac- 
quitted Motlow after less than two 
hours’ discussion of the case, said 
they believed the defense story, 
that he shot to defend himself 
against the unarmed porter. Mot- 
low had paid Mrs. Pullis $10,000, 
and this fact kas known to the 
jury, which by its verdict permitted 
Motlow to settle the matter by this 
payment, and the probably larger 
amount he had to pay his lawyers. 

Sidener’s friends set down his 
failure in this prosecution to errors 
of the head, not the heart. His 
enemies just wondered. 

Ferguson-McKinney Fiasco. 

The Ferguson-McKinney fiasco 
is still reverberating in banking 
circles of the city. On Oct. 31, 1925, 
‘the Ferguson-McKinney Manufac- 
turing Co. crashed for about $200,- 
000, the largest business failure 
ever recorded here. Two men

wholesale credit frauds and a com- 
mittee of St. Louis bankers, wish- 
ing a vigorous prosecution, raised 
a $5000 fund and offered Sidener 
the aid of a good lawyer. 

Murray Carteton died before he 
could be brought to trial. Ferguson 
was indicted on two counts. One 
charged him with embezzlement on 
the ground that he had taken 
$115,000 in cash from his company 
and substituted his I. O. U.’s The 
other indictment covered  severa! 


j counts all charging that Ferguson 


had made false financial  state- 
ments to obtain credit from local 
and Eastern financial institutions, a 
fact abundantly established by the 
company’s own books and the ad- 
missions of clerks having full 
knowledze. 

William O. Reeder was the law- 
yer selected to advise with Sidener 
on the prosecution of Ferguson. 
After numerous conferences Reeder 
quietly withdrew. from the case. 
Sidener elected to put Ferguson to 
trial on the embezzlement charge. 
Ferguson was defended by Edward 
Foristel. 

Brought to trial in Afril of 1926, 
Ferguson was freed on an instruct- 
ed verdict of acquittal given by Cir- 
cuit Judge George E. Mix. 


Behind-the-Scenes Story. 


Bankers who declined to be 
quoted gave the press the behind- 
the-scenes story of the Ferguso.:- 
McKinney case. Authoritative 
spokesmen said that Reeder had 
differed radically with Sidener on 
the tactics of the prosecution. It 
was the opinion of all the able le- 
gal advisors summoned by the 
bankers’committee that Sidener had 
no case at all against Ferguson .»n 
the embezzlement charge. They 
pointed out, as Judge Mix did at 
the trial, that Ferguson’s company 
accepted his I. O. U.’s and agreed 
to the loans. The element of deceit 
was absent. : 

Sidener’s critics charged that the 

indictment alleging the making of 
false financial statements was the 
one on which Sidener should hav2 
elected to try Ferguson. It was 
learned that Reeder, with the ad- 
vice of some of the best legal minds 
in the city, had drawn an indict- 
ment “air tight’ against Ferguson 
and had submitted it to Sidener. 
Reeder and the other counsel were 
ignored by the Circuit Attorney. 
\ Despite the insistence of able 
lawyers that the indictment charg- 
ing the making of false financial 
statements was the State’s best bet, 
Sidgner went into court on Apri! 
29, 1926, and dismissed all these 
counts against Ferguson. He said 
in open court “The embezzlement 
charge was our strongest case and 
we couldn’t make that. It is use- 
less to try the other case.” 

Despairing of justice under the 
Sidener regime, the bankers’ com- 
mittee appealed to the Federal of- 
ficials.. Ferguson and Alfred Bag- 
got, secretary of the defunct com- 
pany, were indicted for using the 
mails to defraud in sending the 
false financial statements through 
the mails. 


Government's Difficulties, 


This charge was regarded as an 
exceedingly difficult one to make 
under the Federal statute. It was 
necessary that the Government

devised by someone; that defend- 


ants had personal ‘and definite 
knowledge of a scheme to defraud 
and participated therein, and that 
intent to defraud always was in 
the minds of the defendants at 
the time the scheme was devised 
and carried through. 

Ferguson and Baggot protested 
they had no intent to defraud, in- 
sisting that they merely carried out 
Murray Carleton’s orders, irre- 
spective of his intent, replying up- 
on him as the directing head of the 
firm to “make everything come out 
right.” “Blind, implicit faith” in 
Carleton was Ferguson’s defense. 

Two trials of Ferguson and Bag- 
got in Federal Court have resulted 
in hung juries, and each time a 
majority of the jurors were for 
conviction of Ferguson. Both Fer- 
guson and Baggot will be tried 
again in Federal Court. 


The Rutherford Murder Case. 


Then came the Rutherford case: 

On Oct. 11, 1925, William Allen 
Scott Rutherford, a member of a 
wealthy family of Pine Bluff, Ark., 
registered at the Majestic Hotel. 
He had finished a training course 
as an army reserve officer at Jef- 
ferson Barracks and was on his 
way home. Ee was shown to a 
room by Jack Tucker, 19-year-old 
beHboy. Thomas Donovan, another 
bellboy, and William Sullivan, a 
transient, went with them to the 
room. Rutherford was drunk and 
in a quarrelsome mood. Something 
angered him and. he shot and 
fatally wounded Jack Tucker. 

The Tucker boy in a dying state- 
ment said: “He shot me because 
I wouldn’t get him a woman.” 

Besides Donovan and _ Sullivan, 
Ralph Steinkoff, a bellboy, Max S. 
Reed, a cigar clerk, and Matthew 
T. Burke, a guest at the hotel, were 
material witnesses. So were five 
police officers who talked to Ru- 
therford and Tucker after the 
murder. 

Rutherford was indicted for sec- 
ond degree murder, after testimony 
at -the inquest indicated that he 
had wantonly kiled young Tucker. 
Numerous continuances dragged 
the case along and*the public had 
forgotten about it by May of 1926. 

On May 5, Circuit Attorney Side- 
ner went into Circuit Judge Mix’'s 
court and recommended that Ruth - 
erford be allowed to plead guilty tc 
manslaughter and pay $500 fine. 
Judge Mix agreed and Rutherford 
marched out of court a free man. 


Citizens Bewildered. 

Bewildered citizens began asking 
how it was that a man could’ com- 
mit a murder and go free with a 
$500 fine and the Post-Dispatch 
began an investigation. 

Sidener’s first explanation was 
that all the State’s witnesses had 
disappeared and the State was in 
“a helpless condition. Immediate- 
ly Burke and Steinkoff and other 
witnesses came forward and said 
they had not disappeared but had 
been available at all times. The 
police witnesses, it was shown, 
could have been subpenaed at any 
moment. The Post-Disfatch dis- 
covered that Sidener had made no 
effort to summon these: witnesses, 
except. a perfunctory notification, 
and fhat he had-.not held Donovan 
and Sullivan,. the .vitel witnesses,

but had allowed them to leave the

that there were plenty of ‘witnesses 
to the crime. 

Confronted with this evidence, 
Sidener then laid the blame oa 
Sammy Bender, an attorney. 

“Sammy was special prosecutor 
and I depended upon him to get 
the witnesses to court,’”” Sidener ex- 
plained. 

Here it will be observed that he 
had accepted a special prosecutor, 
whereas in the Ferguson-Bagzgot 
cases he had effectively disposed of 
the one provided for him. 


The Real Inside Story. 

Post-Dispatch reporters, with 
this “special prosecutor” clew, soon 
got down to the real inside story of 
the Rutherford murder case settle- 
ment. It was shown that Bender 
represented Mrs. Tillie Tucker, in- 
digent mother of the slain youth, 
who had a not unnatural desire to 
get some monetary compensation 
for her great loss from Ruther- 
ford’s family..-John Rutherford, 
brother of the slayer, said he had 


| paid $14,500 to “St. Louis lawyers.” 


The manipulations of the Ruth- 
erford case in detail disclosed that 
the Rutherfords had refused to pay 
Mrs. Tucker unless William Ruth- 
erford got off with a fine. St. Louis 
friends of the Rutherfords tried to 
find a Judge who would accept the 
recommendation for the fine. The 
proposal was first put up to Circuit 
Judge Frey. He refused to do it. 

Assisting in the dickering were 
Verne R. C. Lacy and W. W. Hen- 
derson, attorneys retained by the 
Rutherfords. A change of venue 
was taken from Judge Frey to 
Judge. Mix. Meanwhile, Lacy and 
Henderson worked on the Circuit 
Attorney. Bender, playing the dual 
role of special prosecutor and dam- 


age suit lawyer, was out to get a’ 


money settlement for his client and 
a fee for himself. 

What became of all she money 
John Rutherford spent to get his 
brother off was never learned. Mrs. 
Tucker got $5500 and Bender got 
$1000 as his fee. Lacy and Hen- 
derson said they got the rest as 
their fees. 

Sidener explained he recom- 
mended the fine because he wanted 
to see Mrs. Tucker get some money. 
Judge Mix characterized the case as 
“rotten” but said he agreed to ac- 
cept the plea of guilty because “I 
wanted to give Sidener enough 
rope to hang himself.” Asked if 
that was not serving a personal 
spite rather than the end of jus- 
tice, Judge Mix shifted to the as- 
sertion that the recommendations 
of the Circuit Attorney’s office 
were mandatory on a Judge. Other 
jurists consulted on this reasoning 
smiled. Such recommendations, al! 
legal authorities agree, are not 
mandatory. Judge Mix is a candi- 
fate for re-election.

Lacy and Henderson, were 
charged with conspiracy to defeat 
justice and John Rutherford with 
bribery. William Geist, then chicf 
clerk in Sidener’s office, who took 
part in the conferences between 
the prosecutor's office and the Rh- 
therford lawyers, was named in the 
conspiracy indictments, ‘ 

When the felony cases against 
Sidener and Bender came to trial 
the prosecutors for the State were 
confronted by an entirely extran- 
eous political situation. It was 
necessary in order to present their 
case against Sidener and Bender to 
force the return of the Ruther- 
fords to Missouri and obtain John 
Rutherford’s testimony as to where 
his money went. But Gov. Tom 
Terral of Arkansas, because of a 
political row with Gov. Sam Baker 
of Missouri over Baker’s earlier re- 
fusal to surrender two men wanted 
in Arkansas, refused to grant ex- 
tradition for the Rutherfords. 

John and William Rutherford 
stayed in Arkansas and did £9 
talking. Bender and Sidener were 
acquitted and charges against the 
others were dropped. 

But in the trials of Sidner and 
Bender the Attorney-General es- 
tablished one point to the - satis- 
faction of the court. It was neces- 
sary to prove that Rutherford had 
murdered Jack Tucker before the 
cases could stand up. This was 
proved as the ground work for the 
prosecution by witnesses who ha¢ 
been available to Sidener at tne 
outset of the case. His defense 
that he could not have convicted 
Rutherford of murder was thus ex- 


.ploded, and the charge confirmed 


that he had let a murderer off 
with $500 fine. 
Other Grand Jury Inquiries. 
In 1924 there were two grand 
jury inquiries into Sidener’s office. 
The first of these followed charges 
made by the Globe-Democrat that 
Sidener was guilty of official neg- 
lect and improper disposition of 
cases. The grand jury, acting 
without special counsel or guid- 
ance, investigated and reported no 
“substantial ground for criticism.” 
It was pointed out at the time that 
the power of nollie prosequi is in- 
herent in the Circuit Aftorney and 
he can exercise this power without 
limitations and at his discretion.

wash,” following this investigation, 
and Circuit Judge Hamilton ordered 
a second grand jury to investigate 
Sidener. Thomas T. Fauntleroy, a 
well-known criminal lawyer, was 
appointed Assistant ‘Circuit Attor- 
ney to direct the second investiga- 
tion. Like the first,. it came to 
nothing, only demonstrating again 
that the Circuit Attorney may dis- 
miss as many criminal prosecutions 
as he pleases so long as it cannot 
be proven he took money for doing 
s0. No evidence of this kind de- 
veloped. 

Many circumstances of lesser im- 
portance have clouded Sidener's 
record. The Post-Dispatch exposed 
Louis Rose, a grafting professional 
bondsman, who had transferred all 
his property to avbdid paying three 
$10,000 bond forfeitures. Circuit 
Judge Frey caught Rose falsifying 
an affidavit to obtain the release 
of a prisoner, a felony. He sub- 
mitted the evidence to Sidener. The 
Circuit Attorney, for reasons he 
never explained, refused to act. 

It happened that Rose had 
played the same trick in the sign- 
ing of a Federal bond. The same 
facts as were in Sidener’s posses- 
sion were given to Federal authori- 
ties. Rose was indicted by a Fed- 
eral grand jury for perjury and is 
now doing a year at Leavenworth. 

Much of the criticism Sidener 
and many of the insinuations that 
have surrounded his tenure in the 
Circuit Attorney’s office were due 
to his long association with Wil- 
liam Geist. Although ostensibly a 
chief clerk at $200 a month, Geist 
for years was regarded in police 
and court circles as the real pow- 
er in the Circuit Attorney’s office. 
He arrogated to himself unusual 
priveleges and was considered to 
have more influence with Sidener 
than anyone else. 

Sidener has spent much of his 
time “pow-wowing” in an inner of- 
fice with political chieftains both 
great and small, and while Geist 
was with him, the chief clerk 
greeted all who came:on business. 
“You'll have to see Geist” was an 
oft-repeated dictum at the Munici- 
pal Courts building. 

On the eve of his filing for re- 
election Sidener announced that he 
had fired Geist. He made no ex- 
planation except that he had taken 
action “after an investigation.” 
Later, he said he did not mean to 
charge Geist with improper con- 
duct. Geist maintained from the 
first that he was not fired but had 
resigned, He now expresses him- 
self as Sidener’s bitterest enemy.

TO BUY $125,000,000 BONDS 


U. S. Treasury to Retire Part of 
Third Liberty Loan Issue. 


WASHINGTON, June iL. -— The 


Treasury Department announced 
yesterday that the treasury would 
purchase $125,000,000 of outstand- 
ing 4% third Liberty Loan bonds. 

There are now outstanding more 
than $1,328,881,000 of this issue, 
which will mature Sept. 15, 1928. 
The Treasury in the next three 
months is expected to retire anoth- 
er hjock of the bonds. Secretary 
Mellon authorized Federal, Re- 
serve banks to purchase bonds at 
100 2-32 and accrued interest. The 
treasury’s offer to buy will remain 
open until the close of business on 
June 19.

Gorgeous Floating Palaces of the Roman Emperor Have Lain at the Bottom of Lake 
Nemi, Near Rome, for Nearly Two Thousand Years; They Are Now to Be 
Recovered by Draining the Lake; Archeologists Are Looking Forward to This 
Event With the Anticipation of Finding Treasures of Antiquity in Profusion.

REPARATIONS are for recovering the 
famous Roman galleys in Lake Nemi, 
near Rome, which were sunk after the

The galleys were nearly as large as a 
modern seagoing ship, their lengih being 
some 200 feet and their beam over 6% 
feet. We shall see, perhaps, the cubiculum 
on which the Emperior Caliguia reclined. 
the bronze thuribulum in which incense was 
burned before him the statuesand statuettes 
of the various gods and ‘goddesses which 
he worshiped in a costly little shrine next 
to his reclinium, the gilt lettigas on which 
he and his courtiers were carried about on 
the deck, the thermae, or bathrooms, if 
such there were in his floating palaces, 
and possibly some pergamena, decrees, and 
imperial documents, and, who knows, some 
long-lost books of Livy or verses of Horace 
or Virgil 

Many attempts were made in the past to 
raise the ships or recover them in whole 
or in part. Cardinal Prospero Colonna. 
who owned the castles of Nemi and Gen- 
zano, in the middle of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. instructed his architect and engineer, 
Battista Alberti, to try to raise the ships. 
Iron cables and hooks were fastened to 
them, but they only damaged the hulls, and 
Alberti gave up the attempt. 

2 * * 

A century later Francesco de Marchi, 
another engineer and architect, made an- 
other effort to raise them, having the ships 
first examined by divers in an outfit de- 
vised by William of Loraine, which was 
probabiy the first modern instance of a 
diver’s hermetically closed suit. But the 
attempt again failed. Other efforts to raise 
the ships by means of huge rafts came to 
naught. In 1827 Annesio Fusconi was com- 
missioned to repeat the attempt—with the 
same result; and finally the last effort 
was made by Eliseo Borghi in 1835. when 
the ships were considerably damaged and 
the Government stopped the work. 

Senator Ricci deplored the fact that dur- 
ing the unsuccessful efforts many artes:pts 
were made to carry away ‘fom the ships 
valuable parts and artistic decorations. 
Some of these, however, have been pre- 
served and brought to the museum of 
Rome. Among them is a beautiful bronze 
lion's head, the head of a wolf in bronze. 
and a Medusa like the one discovered in 
the Tiber some years before. It is hoped, 
however, that other and far more valuable 
artistic treasures will still be found aboard. 

I asked Senator Ricci why the Roman 
emperors had these ships built on such « 
tiny lake. He said that it was mania of 
Caligula’s, who wanted to imitate the Greeks 
and Egyptians Cleopatra had her float-

His ship 
was naturally not intended for navigation, 
as the lake is too small, but was simply 
a sumptuous floating palace, where he

The lake offered 
an ideal place of quiet sojourn: but he 
enjoyed it only for a short time, as he 
was assassinated in Rome on  Febru- 
ary 24 in the year 41.

How long the ships, with ali their gorge- 
ous panoply, continued to float on the sur- 
face of the lake is not known. They were 
probabiy abandoned, and, being left with- 
out any care, soon deteriorated, and the 
weight of the metal. marbles, and other 
heavy material on board caused them to 
sink. The sides, in fact, have been found 
to be lined with lead. 

When it was evident that they were m 
danger of sinking some attempt was prob- 
ably made to save them and drag them 
to the shore, but-they keeled over and went 
to the bottom. It is quite posgsible that 
little or no depredation was committed 
previous to their sinking. as the objects 
recovered in 1895 were in a perfect state 
of preservation and no signs of willful 
destruction have as yet been detected. 

One of the ships is about 216 feet long 
and 73 feet broad, the other about 132 
feet long and 69 feet broad. The smaiiler 
ship is nearer the shore, lying in about 
forty-five feet of water. The larger is 
about a hundred yards from the shore. at 
a depth of about seventy-five feet. as the 
bottom of the lake descends very rapidly. 
Mussolini is expected to be present when 
the work of pumping the water begins 
The operation of draining the lake to the 
required depth will take three or four 
months. 

It will be a novel spectacle indeed to 
see the pumps at work and the water 
sent through a mysterious tunnel made

removed is about 35,060,000 cubic tons,

But on the basis of this very 
friendly biography, William Ran- 
dolph Hearst is still something 
more. In the not too remote past 
Hearst made public the John B. 
Archbold letters smearing oil across 
public office as did the Teapot 
Dome disclosures of more recent 
time. These letters were stolen by 
a Negro doorboy of Archbold’s of- 
fice and bought by Hearst, it is 
s@fd, for $20,000. This would seem 
to make the great man a receiver 
of stolen goods. 

And, apparently unabashed— 
the man never is abashed—within 
the past year he foisted on the 
public a series of “documents” 
purporting to show that Japan and 
the Calles Government of Mexico 
were plotting against the United 
States. When a United States Sen- 
ate investigation’ branded these 
papers as clumsy fakes which had 
been published on Hearst's order 
without any inquiry whatever as to 
their authenticity, Hearst blandly 
admitted the charges but went on 
to declare that even if the letters 
were forgeries “the logic of events’”’ 
femonstrated that the “facts’’ they 
set forth were facts indeed. 

Doubtless the key to this con- 
duct is in Hearst’s advice to his 
editors: “Get excited when the 
public is excited.” Or, perhaps, 
when William Randolph Hearst is 
excited. He owns much property in 
Mexico. 

In the final chapter Winkler gets 
fown to brass tacks in a consider- 
ation of “The Social Significance 
of W. R. Hearst.” “The average 
citizen,” says he, “is willing to be 
amused or entertained by him, but 
has no confidence in Hearst’s in- 
tellectual integrity.
